City council took the unusual 
procedure at th e May 21 m eet­ 
ing of passing a resolution in ­ 
structing City M anager Russell 
Rink to draw to the atten tio n of 
the city planinng 
com m ission 
and 
building inspector, O rdin­ 
ance 180, section 11, paragraph 7, 
which regulates the architectural 
design of buildings W ithin the 
city limits. 
Only dissenting vote w as cast 
by Councilman Jerry N athanson 
who voted “no" on the grounds 
that it w as ridiculous to pass a 
resolution to enforce an ordin­ 
ance which is already in effect. 
The ordinance rules th at arch i­ 
tecture, construction and grounds 
of all building, both com m ercial 
and residential, shall be in keep­ 
ing with the neighborhood and 
shall not he detrim ental to the 
health, safety and general w el­ 
fare of the com m unity in which 
it is located. 
Councilm an Earle Strobe q u er­ 
ied, "How come we haven’t used 
this ordinance before? 
There 
have been several cases w here 
the council w as powerless to act 
to control undesirable building.” 
The answ er w as th at the a r­ 
chitectural clause of the b u ild ­ 
ing ordinance, which becam e cf 
fective in Decemher. 1947, has 
ever been enforced because its 
significance w as never appreci­ 
ated. In fact its evry existence 
w as unknown to city officials.

"Eefore you float a new bond 
Issue lo double th e size of the 
courthouse, 
think

over.” 
Setzler said. "Build a few little 
buildings for us.” 


SETZLER'S THIRD alternative 
to secession is county charter 
form of governm ent. 
One pro­ 
vision could be th at Supervisors 
w ould reside w ithin a specified 
district but be elected at large. 
"Then w e’d see them ail fre­ 
quently,” he sad. 
Setzler said there has been a 
surge of dissatisfaction over rep 
rescntation in Riverside due lo 
the desert area's rapid grow th. 
He gave th e oft-quoted figures 
for the F ourth Supervisorial d is­ 
trict—one-fifth of the Board of 
Supervisors, 30 per cent of the 
population, 40 per cent of Ihe 
taxes. 
"From an insignificant spars- 
ly settled a re a w e've grown into 
an im portant agricultural 
and 
resort area," he said. "We still 
have room to grow, with 75 per 
cent of th e county’s area. We 
grow faster than you do.

T he battle of the billboard s w as renew ed th is w eek 
w ith th e presentation o f a city council resolu tion to the 
board o f supervisors. 
A fler the w h erea ses and other 
legal furbelow s w ere scraped off, th e resolution, in sim ­ 
ple language, called a tten tio n to th e fact that th e tour­ 
ist ind ustry is im portant to the econ om y of R iversid e 
cou n ty and the billboard s spoil th e landscape w h ich the 
tou rists com e to see. 
(T h ey certa in ly didn’t com e to 
oh! and ah! at th e “outd oor a d v ertisin g ” w h ich is the 
cous h igh w ay ad o rn m en t). 
Last 
year 
the 
billboards 
from Banning to Palm Springs 
sprouted faster th an the wild 
flowers. The caterpillars d e­ 
stroyed most of the wild flow­ 
ers but the billboards have no 
such enem y as yet. 


THE CITY is asking su p er­ 
visors to adopt zoning ordin­ 
ances prohibiting the erection 
of billboards. A fight will n a t­ 
urally ensue because the bill­ 
board lobby never takes such 
legislation lying down. The old 
story about the infringem ent 
of private rights will be d u s t­ 
ed off as well as the cliche’ 
that the farmer needs the rent 
from the billboards to a u g ­ 
m ent his meager income. 
But the simple fact remains 
that a 
billboard 
without 
a 
highway is as useless as a 
raccoon coat in Palm Springs. 
The billboard owners did not 
build the highways, or did the 
farmer. The millions of motor­ 
ists, who shell out -Die for 
state road tax every time they 
buy a gallon of g as in Cali­ 
fornia, build the highways.
